but the supply should equal the de­ 
mand, the department said. 
With 
exception oi 
cherries, no 
serious damage to other fruit crops 
is expected by the department. 
Increased acreages

potatoes and tobocca are indicated 
in reports to the department.

increased potato acreage is due to
